An Oratorical Gem. 


In almost every public board in Ireland, 
particularly in the South and West, there 
is to be found the silver-tongued orator 
of the district, one whose stream of 
eloquence fascinates the hearer, even 
although the sonorous periods and flowery 
phrases are not always fitted into the 
te place. 'The sound, not the sense, is 
what often raises the most enthusiasm, 
and, in remote parts of the country, one 
1as frequently listened to gorgeous sen- 
tences which meant nothing, but which 
fell on the ear like a fragment from some 
great symphony of words. 

From temperamental Irishmen that is 
to be expected ; but what is to be said of 
the new Councillor in the Belfast Cor- 
poration, who, at the last meeting, while 
engaged in discursive combat, laid out his 
opponent with the following oratorical 
blast—‘‘ I have no ambition to wage war 
against this Philistine; but if he lends 
me his jawbone I will. reconsider my at- 
cision on the matter, in view of the his- 
torical victory that Samson gained when 
supplied with that same ‘ wappon!’ ”’ 
Surely such imagery deserves to be re- 
corded. 


An Etymological Outlaw. 


Midland playgoers must be more 
sensitive than Londoners. A storm of 
protest and a box office slump have 
followed the Northampton Repertory 
Theatre’s -production of Miss Cicely 
Hamilton’s ‘‘ The Old Adam,’’ and aill 
because of the one word, ‘‘ bloody.’’ 
Apart from the usage of our armies, who 
swore horrivly in Flanders, Mr. Shaw 
much earlier familiarised us with the 
word in Pygmalion. 

The first night Mrs. Pat Campbell, as 
the Shavian heroine, used it with great 
custo and aplomb, it caused a sensation. 
Sir J. M. Barrie, who was in the stalls, 
exclaimed: ‘‘ Dear, dear; this will never 
do’’; yet, twenty years ago, Mr. John 
Masefield, in his poem, ‘‘ The Everlasting 
Mercy,” used the word repeatedly. 

Mr. Austin Harrison, when it was first 
printed in the English Review, left it 
blank; but Sidgwick and Jackson, the 
book publishers, printed it in full each 
time. 


Dubious Ancestry. 


The curious thing is that, unlike some 
other outlaw words since given complete 
dictionary respectability, “ bloody” is 
innocuously meaningless, and, association 
apart, quite harmless. During the 
Peninsular War Sir Walter Scott com- 
mented severely on the use by some ladies 
of gentle upbringing of the word “: pluck ”’ 
in its now accepted usage. Since pluck 
became suburban and _ respectable, the 
lower orders have adopted a _ coarser, 
curter synonym, which intensified the 
original meaning of pluck. 

The derivation of “ bloody ” has been 
much discussed. A general theory among 
some authorities was that it is a cor- 
ruption of “ by Our Lady,’’ and that it 
dates back* to the ornate days of pro- 
fanity. This derivation, however, has 
been very firmly challenged by good etymo- 
logists, and it seems doomed to remain, 
outside the West End stage, a dictionary 
outlaw of dubious antecedents and doubt- 
ful ancestry. 


Why Not Dublin Also 3 


The late Lord Iveagh made a bequest of 
a great and remarkable collection of works 
of art to the nation. These are to have 
their permanent home at Ken Wood, 
Hampstead, but meanwhile, by what is 
described as “a happy inspiration,” I 
learn that the trustees of Lord Iveagh’s 
will have agreed to a request to exhibit 
the collection at the Manchester City Art 
Gallery. 

The pictures have been, for some time 
past, accessible to the public at Burlington 
House, London, and have attracted im- 
mense crowds of art lovers, as well as the 
common people who, though they may 
have no education in art, can stil! 
appreciate a beautiful picture or a noble 
piece of sculpture. 

And as the Iveagh Collection is being 
exhibited in Manchester, I see no reason 
why, if the authorities here made prompt 
application, they might not be subse- 
quently brought to Dublin for exhibition. 
If the Iveagh collection were exhibited in 
our micst it would, 1 have no doubt, give 
a tremendous impetus to the greater and 
wider appreciation of our own national 
treasures of art and antiquity. 


ACoscow Comedy. 


After their London visit, which will not 
be concluded till the end of March, the 
King and Queen of Afghanistan will 
return home via Germany and Russia.

HER STORY.

ARIS, it is true, has had its 
mysterious “ Major Fraser,” as we 
were reminded on this page last week. 
London has known, among its many such, 
the forlorn-looking creature who sold 
matches and bootlaces at one of its street- 
corners, and ultimately turned out to be 


one of the greatest poets of the day, 


Francis Thompson. New York has had 
its alms-house millionaires; Berlin and 
Vienna their barefooted princesses and 
gutter-sunken counts. 

It is possible, however, that the. romance 
of city sidewalks has never disclosed an 
instance of mysterious identity more re- 
markable. than that of the old beggar- 
woman, who, one morning in 1858, was 
found dead in bed in a lonely garret at 
Versailles. 

The name of this old woman was Jenny 
Savalette, and during nearly half a 
century she had been a familiar figure on 
the streets of that city of the First 
Empire. Yet only as a figure had she 
been known: few, indeed, had ever 
ventured interest in her so far as to have 
learned that she lived alone in an attic- 
flat in one of the meanest and most dis- 
reputable quarters. A diminutive, un- 
gainly creature, in an age-green gown of 
a long archaic fashion and a grotesque 
poke-bonnet, she appeared to keep body 
and soul together by means of periodic 
begging. Versailles had never known a 
more unlikable human being. 

To the majority she was forbidding by 
reason of an aggressive and most vitupera- 
tive temper which she always manifested. 
Even towards thoseseto whose bounty she 
was indebted she maintained the spit-fire 
demeanour, and was cynical, disparaging, 
and ungrateful in face of their kindness 
upon every occasion. She would not suffer 
human foot to cross the threshold of her 


dingy abode, 
THE SECRET OUT. 


When the police searched the room in 
which Jenny lay stark and lifeless they 
found, hoarded in every conceivable recess 
therein, coins, bonds and notes amounting 
in the aggregate to more than two hundred 
thousand francs. There was a stranger 
development to come; for this could have 
been dismissed as being only another one 
of the innumerable instances of the tragic 
cupidity of city street-beggars but for tne 
discovery made by the Coroner’s examiner. 
Jenny Savalette was not a woman, but a 
man. 

Public opinion began then to inquire 
and to reflect. The beautiful, but broken 
and well-decayed, furniture which the 
authorities had found in the room; the 
crystal clock which only a King’s ransom 
could have purchased; the countless 
dresses, all relics of a by-gone style; the 
varied assortment of rare and exquisite 
objets d’art, now grimy, tarnished and 
scattered in pitiable confusion among 
cinders, cooking utensils and scraps of 
mouldering victuals; lastly, a magni- 
ficently embroidered counterpane, em- 
blazoned with the heraldic dolphins of the 
monarchs of France—all suggested the 
kind of romance over which plain people 
become enthusiastic. 

The story of Jenny gradually came out. 
She (or he) had been, it appeared, 
brought uf as the natural daughter of 
Comte Charles Savalette de Langes, who 
had once been banker to the French Court, 
and during the reign of terror had 
narrowly escaped the guillotine. On the 
death of her father she sought refuge in a 
convent; but later, having received an 
annuity from the State, she lived as one 
of the ladies-in-waiting at the Palace of 
Versailles. 

She mingled here with the best society, 
becoming before long a general favourite. 
Dukes, comtes and marshals paid her 
court, and Jenny made hay while the sun 
shone. Whilst she poured out the fullest 
expression of love’s ardour to each, she so 
successfully made to them the plea of 
being poor that they could not refrain 
from laying their wallets at her feet— 
and only too often in her hand. 


“THE LITTLE OLD SCARECROW.” 


She was pretty, attractively-mannered, 
demure, and simply “ girlish’ in every 
aspect. Men fell-very easily in love with 
her, and she never tried to dissuade 
them. Yet Jenny was a fickle jade 
witha]. Suitor after suitor asked for her 
hand and heart, both of which she freely 
gave to each, only to send him adrift on 
the wedding eve, violently out of mental 
peace, and completely out of pocket. In 
the case of a Captain Lazeverne, however, 
she had a rather narrow escape, as the 
banns actually had been called the second 
time before she could free herself from his 
attentions. His immediate predecessor in 
love and despair had, by the way, blown 
his brains out. 

For many years she held the field of 
self-advantage in this way. Eventually, 
when the Palace of Versailles had been 
converted into a museum, she retired into 
private apartments, whence she receded 
into that silent seclusion which found her, 
as Professor H. Greenhough-Smith calls 
her, '“ the little old scarecrow of Ver- 
suilles.’’ 

In other circumstances, the peculiar 
whims manifested by Jenny even during 
her hey-day would have excited suspicion. 
For instance, she could never be induced, 
even during illness, to permit another 
woman to share her sleeping apartment. 
Again, she would, upon no account, con- 
sent to visit a dressmaker or to be 
attended by the Court costumier, though 
the gifts that: she valued most were 
dresses which she fashioned with her own 
hand to the needs of her figure. These 
traits did not come to light until she had 
been long in the clay. The group of 
officials who stood around her corpse that 
morning had, it is true. a wealth of 
explanation thrust upon them. It con- 
veyed to them nothing: the body and 
bones huddled up beneath their vaze were 
merely those of a despised beggar. They 
knew not that such a remarkable person 
as Jenny Savalette ever had existed. The 
memory of the famous Court jilt, of her 
conquests and her peculiarities, had gone 
with the ghosts of royal France before 
these people had been born.

Senate, but, in view of thé motion of the 
Seanad, the Government was prepared to 
agree to the setting up of a Joint Com- 
mittee. The Seanad was anxious that the 
deliberations of the Committee should not be 
prejudiced by any statement of Government 
policy in that respect. The Seanad elec- 
tions were due to take place this year, and, 
while not desirous in any way of prejudicing 
the deliberations of the Committee 
the Governmeint felt that the de- 
liberations of the Committee shouid 
not be long drawn out. He thought that 
by the 17th April, when the Dail would 
meet after the Easter Recess, the Commit- 
tee should be able to report at least on the 
elections, 
THE OPPOSITION. 

Mr. DE VALERA (Fianna Fail, County 
Clare)—We are against the setting up of 
the Committee. Ve think that the proper 
thing to do is to end the Seanad, not to 
mend it. It is costly, and we do not see 
any useful function that it serves. 

Mr. 8S. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, South 
Dublin), supporting Mr. de Valera, urged 
the House to vote against the setting up of 
the Committee, the purpose of which was 
obviously to put some life into a moribund 
body. The public feeling was strongly in 
favour of the abolition of the Senate al 
together. It was created, not to improve the 
machinery of administration, but to give 
political power to a certarm class that could 
not get the power if it had to go belore 
the people in a free election, and to put a 
certain section of the community into a pos- 
tion where it could influence legislation—a 
section that always was hostile to Irtsh 
natiorality and to the Irish nation, 

The members of Fianna Fail thought that 
the Senate should be terminated at the first 
opportunity. Some arguments might be put 
forward for the formation of a Second House 
to deal exclusively with economic matters— 
a House composed of representatives of -the 
people, the farmers and manufacturers, not 
traders and importers and the like. 

They were told that the Senate acted as 
a brake to hasty legislation—as a cooling 
chamber. Had it done so? It had shown 
that it was more liable to take a‘ panicky 
course even than the Dail. It was like a 
tame dog, prepared to do anything the 
Executive Council asked of it. The farce of 
appointing a committee was proposed to 
rejuvenate the “enate, which cost £30,000 
a year. There had been no arguments. ad- 
vanced for its retention.

ARTERIAL DRAINAGE. 

Moving the second stage of the Arterial 

Drainage (Minor Schemes) Bill, 1928, My. 
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{| that it should 


Mulcahy. Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, explained that it would give 
more extensive powers to county councils with 
regard to arterial drainage. Since the passing 
of the Local Government Act of 1898 the 
tendency had been more and more to make 
the county councils the bodies responsible for 
drainage. Hitherto there had been Boards 
of Trustees and Drainage Beards, and, at the 
time of the passing of the Act of 1898 it was 
clear that many of those Boards and Trustees 
were not carrying out their duties. The 1898 
Act gave power for the transfer of the powers 
to the county council, 

At the time of the passin 
1924 it was clear that those Boards were not 
functioning, and many of them had dis- 
appeared. The present Act would enable a 
body of three rated occupiers or three persons 
who held land in trust, to make an appeal to 
the County Council for drainage work to 
be carried out, and the County - Council 
would have power to do so, with the assist- 
ance of a Government grant of one-fifth of the 
total cost, which must not exceed £1,000 for 
any one scheme. The County Council could 
give a contribution, and there would be ar- 
rangements by which the County Council 
could borrow, and could impose the residue 
of the cost of the scheme by means of a 
drainage rate on the owners of the lands 
affected. 

The County Council would have power to 
acquire lands compulsorily in certain circum- 
Stances to carry through a scheme. The 
question of compensation would be fixed by 
arbitration. The bill was largely experi- 
mental, and would be in force for a period of 
five years. 

PRINCIPLE APPROVED. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that it 
was not the intention of his party to oppose 
the principle of the bill. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo South) 
asked what the machinery would be if the 
County Councils refused to carry out the 
work. 

Mr. M. DAVIS (Govt., North Mayo) 
said that the County Council of Mayo had 
tried time and again to get the Board of 
Works to carry schemes to a head. 

Mr. S. T. O°’KELLY (F.F., Dublin North) 
said that the chief fault he found with the 
bill was that it limited the sum of any 
scheme to £1,000. The Government grant of 
one-fifth was not sufficient inducement to the 
County Councils to undertake schemes. 

The Minister said that the Government 
regarded arterial drainage as a business 
enterprise. The 1925 Bill dealt with bigger 
schemes, and in the present bill they had a 
complete drainage code, and it dealt with 
small schemes. There was no idea of 
window-dressing. It was a very useful bill. 

The bill passed its second stage. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, moved the second reading of 
the Weights and Measures Bill, 1928. He 
said that special measuring instruments were 
to be brought within the scope of the Weights 
and Measures Act—notably the petrol pumps. 
The necessity for the extension of the Act 
was shown by the fact that 18,000,000 gallons 
of petrol were sold last year, of which 70 per 
cent. passed through instruments which were 
subject to no sin check, and there was no 
protection for the public. 

It would be a hardship on people who 
bought pumps to expect them to replace those 
pumps with instruments which would satisfy 
the licensing authorities, and he proposed that 
provision would be made in the bill to enable 
them to use these pumps for a certain period. 

There was also a section with respect to 
bottles. Under the Intoxicating Liquor Act, 
1924, standardised bottles were made a 
necessity. Those bottles would be brought 
within the scope of weights and measures. 
and bottles made in the Free State would 
require a licence before being released to 
traders. With regard to imported bottles, 
test places would be set up at the ports to 
enable them to be tested, and those who 
insisted on using imported bottles would have 
to bear the extra cost of testing. 

Mr. LEMASS§ (F.F., Dublin, South) said 
that there could be no objection to the 
general principles of the bill. He would like 
to have included in the biii bottles used for 
the sale of milk. ‘The Food Prices Tribunal 
had reported that on an inspection of these 
botiles the pint bottles on an average con- 
ta:ned 10 per cent. less than a pint. ‘That 
was a fraud that should not be permitted. 

The Minister said that that was a matter 
which would arise in connection with the 
staidardisation of bottles, and it might arise 
in legislation following the findings of the 
Food Prices Tribunal. 

The second reading was passed. 

DENTISTS BILL. 

The report stage of the Dentists Bill (1927) 
was then taken. 

There was some discussion on the composi- 
tion of the Board of Control. 

The Minister (Mr. M’‘Gilligan) proposed 
a board of nine, composed of one represen- 
tative of the Executive Council, three repre- 
sentatives of the Medical Council, one repre- 
sentative of the 1,921: men, and four repre- 
seritatives of the qualified dentists. 

lrogress was reported and consideration of 
the report stage adjourned. 

TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, South), in 
accordance with notice, moved—‘‘ That the 
Dail is of opinion that the Tariff Commission, 
as al present constituted, is unsuitable for 
cealing expeditiously with applications re- 
ceived for the impositiog of tariffs, and 
should be replaced by a Commission con 
sisting of five members, who should have a 
knowledge of agricultural and industrial con 
ditions (of whom one should be a qualified 
accountant), apponted by the Executive 
Council with the approval of the Dail, and to 
hold office for a stated period ; 
that the Commission, thus consti- 
tuted, should have power to inves- 
tigate the conditions existing in any i dustry 
In regard to its need for protection against 
foreign competition, and should make recom- 
mendations to the Executive Council as to 
how the benefits derived from the measure 
of protection afforded to any trade can be 
shared by the consumers; that for the pur- 
poses of its inquiries the Commission should 
be empowered to enforce the attendances of 
witnesses, and to examine them on oath; that 
the Commission report to the Executive 
Council, which shall publish such reports 
within three months of their presentation, if 
so requested by the Commission. 

Mr. Lemass said that the members of his 
party were of the opinion that the existing 
machinery of the Tariff Commission was not 
suitable, and that the method of its com- 
position and its powers were so restricted that 
it could not adequately deal with the situa- 
tion. Throughout the manufacturing classes 
generally there was no confidence in the Com- 
mission, and there was a general feeling that 
it was a waste of time and money for any 
association of manufacturers or traders to pre- 
pare a case for submission to the tribunal.

GREAT NEED. 

There was great need for expedition in the 
matter of the protection of their industries. 
There was an adverse trade balance every 
year going into several millions of pounds, 
and, in addition, there was widespread un- 
employment. They were also exporting their 
skilled workers, who could not be 
replaced. It was of the highest importance 
that they should have on the Commission 
men of practical knowledge of industry, and 
it was very important that men with a prac- 
tical knowledge of agriculture should be on 
it, 

The members of Fianna Fáil considered 
that the Commission should have power to 
examine the conditions existing in all phases 
of agricultural work, and, if necessary, re- 
commend that a protectionist policy should 
be embarked upon. They also considered 
; lave power to make recom- 
mendations to the Executive Council to ensure 
that the benefits accruing to a set of traders 
as a result of the imposition of a tariff 
should be passed on to some extent to the 
consumer. 

The entire economic policy of the country 
should be decided on at a National Council, 
such as existed in Germany and France, and 
as had been - AE" by one of the big 
parties in England. The present Tariff Com- 
mission was acting as a brake on progress, 
and as such should be scrapped. They were 
prepared to adopt the existing machinery in 
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existing 
effective, but until they got a definite national 
policy decided on in favour of industrial and 
agricultural protection, and an Executive 
Council prepared to enforce that policy, it 
was useless to hope for results. 

Mr. SEUMAS MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) 
seconded the motion. 

THE AMENDMENT, 
Mr. .T. J. O’CONNELL moved the follow- 


ing amendment :— 

‘To. delete all words after the word 
‘opinion’ in the first line and add the 
words: ‘that the Tariff Commission Act 
should be amended so as to provide that the 
members constituting the Commission shall 
devote their whole time to the work of the 
Commission ; 

‘That the Commission constituted after 
amendment of the Act should have power (in 
addition to the powers given by the existing 
Act) :— 

‘ (1) on the submission of proposals by 
orthrough the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce cr the Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture or on its own initiative, to 
investigate the position of any ,industry 
and -the possibilities of fostering such 
industry or protecting it against foreign 
competition ; 

‘ (2) to report on the probable effect of 
methods of assisting and protecting any 
industry by methods other than custom 
duties; 

' (3) to report on the safeguards re- 
quired or desirable to ensure a satisfactory 
standard of working conditions for em- 
ployés in any industry to which assistance 
or protection may be given.’ ”’ 

Mr, O'CONNELL said ‘that the motion 
went a considerable length towards meeting 
the views of the Labour Party on the occa- 
sion of the passing of the Tariff Commission 
Act, but, in his opinion, it did not go far 
enough. His cmendment went further than 
the motion towards erecting the kind of 
machinery that they wanted than the motion. 
His amendment was not intended to continue 
the present Commission. The persons con- 
stituting it should be whole-time officials. He 
had no objection to civil servants, as 
it would be hard to get people 
outside their ranks who would be equally 
detached. The argument was strongly 
in favour of making the Commission a whole- 
time occupation and giving it more extended 


powers. 
WIDER FOWERS. 

The Commissioners should have power to 
order inquiries into such industries as in their 
opinion might benefit from a tariff, and they 
should also in a special way consider sub- 
missions from the Ministry of Commerce and 
the Ministry for Agriculture. It should be 
the duty of these Mintatries, too, to make 
proposals as regatds industries which they 
thought would benefit by tariffs. 

NO ADVANTAGE. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin 
North) said that he failed to see what ad- 
vantage it would be to have five instead of 
three Commissioners. He thought that it 
would be difficult to improve upon the method 
of procedure of the existing Commission. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford), supporting 
Mr. Lemass’s motion, said that it was quite 
possible that a tariff would not be good for 
certain industries, but it would be for the 
benefit of the nation. 

““ One thing we do know, he said, “' is that 
tariffs are not being applied as quickly as 
the country requires that they should be. It 
is necessary that the Commission shall have 
power to initiate inquiries into the state of 
industries, particularly the agricultural 
industry.” 

He believed that the Commission now pro- 
posed, whether it was to include the existing 
personnel or not, should have power to im- 
pose tariffs in certain industries. 

Mr. Byrne—Whether they want them or 
not ” 

Dr. Ryan—Yes; whether they want them 
or not. [f a proper Commission had been 
set up, which had the interest of this policy 
at heart, they would have dealt with these 
matters and have them righted. He had 
heard that motor parts imported from 
England, if they were returned as misfits 
and re-imported, the tariff was applied twice. 
These were matters that a really enthusiastic 
Commission would make right. 

NOT A '“ WHOLE-HOGGER.”’ 

Mr. E. Carey (Government, East Cork) 
asked what was wrong with the present 
Commussion. (Hear, hear.) Had not the 
tribunal done what it was asked to do? He 
was a tariff reformer, but not a ‘‘ whole- 
hogger,’’ and his desire would be to put on 
tariffs which would benefit the country. He 
would suggest that the Commission shon:d 
sit and take evidence in different parts of 
the country. 1 

A NOVEL PROPOSAL. 

Mr. Corry (Fianna Fail, East Cork), said 
that a tariff on foreign flour would raise the 
cost of living—(hear, hear)—but if they pro- 
hibited the importation of foreign flour and 
came to an agreement with the milling 
industry that they would sell the home- 
milled article at the current price in Liver- 
pool, it would lower the cost of living. The 
The Tariff Commission would not consider 
that proposal, because it was outside the 
terms of reference. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork City) said that the 
present Commission was composed of reput- 
able, respectable and able civi] servants, under 
the jurisdiction of a Government who were 
particularly careful to inform them that all 
civil servants held office at the will and 
Em” of the Executive Council. They had 
iad some experience of the treatment of the 
decisions oí that Tariff Commission by the 
Minister at whose will and pleasure those 
civil servants held office. 

They had the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce using the report of the Tariff Com- 
mission for the purpose not of benefiting an 
industry, but of publicly slandering it. 
used the report and the findings, which 
received from the people who held office at 
will and pleasure, to libel and slander an i 
dustry. 

They had had anothe. case. While this 
Commission was sitting and considering an 
actual tariff, they were told in that House 
what the Minister would, or would not have. 
They had there gross and culpable misrepre- 
sentation by a Minister of the House on evi- 
dence given before the Tariff Commission in 
relation to a case which was then sub judice, 
and founded on that they had an anticipatory 
decision intimated to that Commission by the 
Minister. He would be in favour of a Com. 
mission which would include civil servants, 
but, having regard to their actual experience 
and what sort of treatment was meted out to 
them, a ,;udicial committee, supposed to be in- 
dependent——- 

ASKING TOO MUCH. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin, 
North), here made some interjection which 
was inaudible in the Press Gallery. 

Mr. FLINN—Will you sit quiet? (Laugh. 

ter.) I think I am asking the impossible. 
(Renewed laughter, in which the whole House 
joined.) Proceeding, he said that they had 
the Commission judging a case, had the 
Minister told them what they should do and 
what not to do. The House should not be 
asked to regard that Commission as a judicial 
body. That was a fairly good type and idea 
of what the administration regarded as in- 
dependence in a judicial body. There had 
been quoted in that House a considered 
judgment of Mr. Justice Hanna, and the 
Minister for Justice had the impudence to 
dismiss it in a single word by saying it was 
wrong. 
Mrs. COLLINS-O’DRISCOLL (Government, 
Dublin North)—I submit the deputy is 
grossly out of order. His remarks are in no 
way relevant. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER said that the 
deputy was apparently trying to establish a 
case against the existing Commission. 

Mr. FLINN—If it takes an hour to make 
the deputy understand, in order to work it 
out and make it fit into the deputy’s mind, 
I will move the adjournment of the debate. 

The debate was accordingly adjourned,

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A SURGEON’s FEE. 
SOLICITORS’ EXCHANGES.

Dr. Francis Reynolds, of Cootehill, sued the 
executors of the will of the late Mrs. 
Elizabeth Molphy, Edgeworthstown, at the 
Longford Circuit Court, “for fifty guineas 
medical fees. i 

Dr. Reynolds said that he 1s a consultant 
surgeon and radiologist, and attended Mrs. 
Molphy before her death. His father wrote 
to him from Dublin, in May, telling him of 
the illness of Mrs. Molphy, who was his 
aunt, and he prescribed two bottles of 
mixture for her, which he sent on to his 
father. In answer to a telegram, “ Aunt 
Molphy dying,” he went to Edgeworthstown, 
saw the patient with her medical attendant, 
and found that nothing could be done for her 
His fee was fifty guineas. He ander- 
stood that the executors considered the bill 
exorbitant and offered £20. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Delany—You 
charged your father for the two bottles of 
mixture ?—It was a composite fee. 

How would you do if it was a 
your aunt—that you attended ?— 
my best for the poor. 

At £50 a time’—That is a professional 
matter. 

Mr. Delany said that there was no 
authority for-anyone to summon Dr. Reynolds 
in his professional capacity and he went to 
his aunt, as a relative should, when she was 
dying. On his own evidence, he continued, 
the lady was in a comatose condition when he 
went there. I am sure that if the deceased 
knew then that her nephew’s fee for his visit was 
50 guineas she would have dropped dead on 
the spot. 

Mr. Farrell (solicitor for plaintiff)—And the 
result would be the same. 

HEATED SCENE. 

Mr. Delany said that Dr. Reynolds’s 
father, among others, made heavy claims on 
the estate. Dr. Reynolds's father, he alleged, 
was chief operator, and, like a great many 
people in Dublin, he came down with all the 
city pomp that he could command in a 
country town, and tried to impose his person- 
ality on the executors. : 

Mr. Farrell—I hope that there is evidence 
to prove this. 

Mr. Delany—I never -state anything except 
what 1 have proof for. 

Mr. Farrell—Sometimes. 

Mr, Delany—I have not. your bad fashion. 

Mr. Farrell—There it is again ; more of this 
mud-slinging. The other day I was accused

Judge Wakely—Gentlemen, please do not 
go back on old cases.

Mr. Farrell—I am not going to stand these 
charges of mud-slinging, and I am not goin 
tc let you, Mr. Delany, continue them, if 
can stop it. 

Mr. Delany—If I want to do it I will do 
it, I can assure you. 

Mr. P. J. Hannan. solicitor, 
estate was almost exhausted with law costs.

HOME INOUSTRIES. 

Mr. H. A. LAW (Government, Donegal) 
asked the Minister for Fisheries whether any 
report had been received from the inspector 
recently appointed to reorganise home 
industries in the Gaeltacht with reference to 
homespun industry in County Donegal. 

Mr. F. LYNCH, replying, said that the 
inspector had reported on the result of his 
investigations into the possibilities of the 
homespun industry in South Donegal. Steps 
were being taken to introduce improved 
looms, and negotiations were in progress for 
setting up a carding and dyeing factory in 
the district. 


UNEMPLOYMENT GRANT 

Mr. GERALD BOLAND (F.F., Roscomon) 
asked the Minister for Finance if he would 
make a return to the Dail of the expenditure 
of the £150,000 unemployment grant, the 
amount given to every county, the works on 
which it was expended, and the number for 
whom work was provided. 

Mr.. BLYTHE said that the total estimated 
expenditure on the schemes to be undertaken 
by local authorities in respect of which grants 
amounting to £83,735, and one loan (free of 
interest) of £4,000 had been sanctioned, was 
£441,000. Including works supervised by the 
Land Commission and other departments, the 
gross total estimated expenditure on schemes 
undertaken as a result of the allocation of 
the amount voted was approximately 
£503,000. He had no information as to the 
number of unemployed persons for whom 
work was being provided on the schemes to 
the cost of which contributions had been 
sanctioned. 

TEMPORARY CLERKS. 

The PRESIDENT of the Executive Council 
stated, in reply to a question by Captain 
Redmond, that in common with all other 
temporary clerks British ex-Service non- 
permanent Government clerks transferred by 
the Imperial Government to the Irish Pro- 
visional Government under the Transfer of 
Functions Order, 1922, had been given warn- 
ing notice of discharge. He was not aware 
that the number of men so notified was large, 
and, in any case, the discharge of temporary 
clerks would. be a slow process, graduated to 
the ascertained personal circumstances of the 
individuals affected. 

The original terms of the temporary engage- 
ment of the men referred to were on the 
same footing as those of all other temporary 
clerks. They were given the same oppor- 
tunity of permanent retention as was given to 
all other temporary clerks who were in the 
service at the change of Government, and any 
action for their discharge would proceed 
strictly in accordance with the terms of their 
engagement. The official circular of the 
Slst December, 1927, merely continued the 
procedure for dischrrge which had been in 
operation for several vears past. The warn- 
ing notice was a special concession to which 
temporary clerks were not entitled under the 
terms of their engagement. ; 

He was not aware by what date the Committee 
of Inquiry would report, but while it was un- 
likely that any actual discharges of temporary 
clerks in any category would take place be- 
fore the end of March, he was unable to agree 
that the general arrangements for discharges 
of temporary staffs should be suspended as 
suggested. 

TARIFF COMMISSION. 

Replying to Mr. Seán Lemass, Mr. 
BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said that the 
Tariff Commission had not yet reported on 
the applications for tariffs on woollen cloth 
and flour. He understood that it had con- 
cluded its investigation of the application re- 
lating to flour, and that the report was at 
present being prepared. He was informed 
that the investigation in regard to woollens 
and worsteds was still in progress. 


MONE Y-LENDERS. 
Replying to Mr. Peter de Loughrey (Go- 
vernment, Carlow-Kilkenny), r. FITZ- 
GERALD KENN Minister for Justice, 
said the question as to whether the law re- 
lating to money-lending in the Saorstát 
required amendment or extension was at 
resent under examination in his department. 
t would at the moment be premature to ex- 
press any opinion as to the conclusions to 
which such examination was likely to lead.

Evidence regarding the Limerick dock 
extension avd railway scheme was given 
at the sitting of the Ports and Harbours 
Tribunal in the Limerick Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday. 

The lowest tenaer for the proposed ex- 
tension was £138,938, and was from the 
Netherlands Harbours Works Co. 

With regard to dues, comparative 
pie were given with Cork, Dublin and 

aterford, which showed that Limerick, 
in the great majority of items of import, 
was much lower than any of those, cited. 


A PROGRESSIVE PORT. 


THE DOCK RAILWAY. 

Mr. J. F. Power, Secretary to the Lime- 
rick Harbour Commissioners, giving evi- 
dence, said that the Board was now free 
from all debt, and had at the present moment 

29,000 invested in» Government securities, 
and there were over £3,000 to credit in bank. 
The port was progressing. The Board was 
in a position to carry out their engagements 
as to extending the dock, and to recoup the 
Government for the construction of the light 
railway at the same interest that was charged 
in respect of the Shannon power scheme. 
Deducting the amount paid in dues by 
Messrs. Siemens Bau-union there was a sur- 
plus revenue of £1,100. 

Continuing, the witness said that they 
were the only port in Ireland that had a 
floating dock, and the unly port in the West 
of Ireland that had a dry dock. 


DOCK EXTENSION, 

In 1920 the question of the necessity for 
dock extension became more acute to meet 
this congestion at the docks and to provide 
for larger vessels of heavier draft. The 
scheme for the extension of the dock re- 
sulted in the passing of the Limerick Har- 
bour Act, 1926. 

Having referred to the overcrowding of 
vessels, Mr. Power said that the lowest 
tender for the proposed extension was 
£138,938, and was from the Netherlands Har- 
bours Works Company. There was no 
opposition to the Harbour Bill of 1926; it 
was an unopposed measure, 

Dealing with the dues operating in Lime- 
rick, the witness gave comparative figures 
with Cork, Dublin, and Waterford, which 
showed that Limerick, in the great majority 
of items of import, was much lower than any 
of those cited. 

Mr. Reardon—With regard to the project 
to unite the docks with the railway, the 
estimate was cut down from £40,000. The 
idea with regard to the railway was that 
they would have a working agreement with 
the railway company. 

To Mr. Reardon—We submitted figures, 
but they were not accepted by the Ministry, 
who said that the tonnage to be carried over 
the railway was only an estimate, as was the 
cost or running. In September, 1926. the 
Free State Ministry for há and Com- 
merce wrote: “The question of the dock 
railway can be postponed until the matter 
of the guarantee of £150,000 is settled.’’ 

Mr. Reardon—Now, assuming for the 
moment that the Government does not see 
its way to guarantee the loan for purposes 
of dock extension and railway link, and if 
one is to be abandoned for the time being, 
which, in your opinion, of the two schemes 
would be more beneficial for the port and 
the district served by the port’?’—Of course, 
I would say the dock extension, because to 
make the railway a paying proposition you 
will want to have an improved dock. 

To make this proposed railway an economic 
proposition, 70,000 tons of traffic would have 
to be carried over it annually ’—Yes. 

DREDGING. 

Mr. Maguire—Your dues 
level ’—Yes. 

Although the cost. of ving has consider- 
ably reduced ’—Not considerably. The port 
1s not starved; it is most efficiently kept up. 
There is a better navigable channel now than 
there has been for some years. 

Mr. Maguire—Ie it your contention that 
there was no necessity for dredging 7—Un- 
doubtedly, owing to the heavy tlooding of the 
river. It would be uneconomic to keep the 
dredger in commission. 

Are you quite serious when vou say that 
there is congestion at the docks ?—Quite 
serious. 

Are the Commissioners prepared to set up 
the dock railway 7—They are quite prepared 
to carry out their agreement with the Great 
Southern Railways and with the Ministry ol 
Industry and Commerce. One provides for 
the working of the line, and the other for 
taking 1t over from the Ministry. 

Has the Harbour Board done anything to 
build the line ’—They have no power; but 
they have, by deputation to Dublin, done 
everything to accelerate its being constructed. 

Mr. Deegan called the attention of the 
witness to the evidence bearing on the Dublin 
dues, which, he said, represented more than 
twice the actual figure . 

Mr. Power accepted that correction. 

Is it not a fact that the coal merchants 
in Cork are able to send coal to the City of 
Limerick, and beyond it, at prices that 
Limerick cannot touch ?—I do not think that 
is SO.

DUES ON GOAL. 

Why did you omit dues on coal from the 
list of dués handed in to the tribunal ’—I 
thought I gave them, and, if I omitted them, 
it was accidental. The rates in that respect 
from Cork, Waterford, and Limerick are 
similar, and perhaps that 1s the reason that 
I overlooked it. Coal is one of the largest 
imports into Limerick, where coal dues are 
44d. per ton. To a certain extent the lack of 
facilities at the docks, especially in the 
handling of coal, rendefed selling by local 
merchants, especially in outside places, at a 
disadvantage. The rate for grain in Lime- 
rick was 74d. per ton, which is in proportion 
to the other rates. The rate for flour is ls. 
6d. in Limerick. The dues for, wheat and

May I take it, asked Mr, Maguire, that the 
firm of Messrs. Bannatyne are the principal 
promoters of this extension scheme ’—They 
are undoubtedly interested.

Mr. Reardon—There is a suggestion that 
the firm of Messrs, Bannatyne is favoured 
and privileged.

Answering the Chairman, the witness said 
that he had received complaints of lack of 
facilities at the dock from the Clyde 
Shipping Company. Mr. Kelly, Belfast, had 
also complained of want of berthage facili- 
ties; 111 overseas vessels entered the port 
last year.

WIRELESS IN THE FRIEE 
STATE 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE'S 
TASK. 

At a meeting of the Free State Broadcasting 
(Advisory) Committee, which was held last 
Tuesday, it was stated that the Committee 
had considered the suggestions received from 
listeners in response to the invitation recently 
issued. Thirty-eight letters were received 
from a total number of 27,000 licensees, and 
it was agreed that the criticisms and sugges- 
tions which they contained ,;could not be 
accepted as sufficiently representative ol 
general opinion on programmes|to justify any 
serious attempt to frame programmes in ac- 
cordance with them. It was found to he 
impossible to reconcile in any general way the 
views expressed. 

DIVERGENT VIEWS. ; 

Requests were made for more or less light 
music, more or less classical music, more or 
less dance music, more or less talks, more or 
less plays, and this diversity of opinion ran 
through every class of programme item ac- 
cording to the individual taste of the writer. 

The Committee recommended, however, that 
the broadcasting officials should consider the 
letters carefully, with a view, so far as they 
may judge best, of framing programmes so 
as to preserve a fair balance. between the 
various classes of programme items, while 
maintaining such a general standard of pro- 
grammes as would ensure the value of broad- 
casting as a means of public education in the 
musical as well as in the general sense. 

The Committee thank the writers of the 
letters, each of whom endeavoured, from his 
own point of view, to make helpful sugges- 
tions, and desire listeners to know that 
criticisms. and suggestions will always be 
welcomed and will be carefully considered. 


A TIME SIGNAL. 

It was explained to the Committee that it 
was hoped to introduce a time signal, pro- 
bably from Dunsink Observatory, when the 
Broadcasting Studio was removed to the new 
General Post Office buildings in a few months’ 
time. It was also announced that a series of 
talks on wireless for the benefit of listeners 
would be given shortly by the technical 
officers of the department. 

The Committee expressed the view that 
debates between well-known persons on 
matters of topical and general interest, but 
not too controversial in character, might be a 
desirable innovation in programmes, and it 
was ed that some trial broadcasts of this 
kind should be arranged.

Under the existing plan some

Mr. de Valera and his friends demand, 
for two reasons, that the Senate shall be 
abolished. In the first place, they urge 
that, as a useless body, it is an unneces- 
sary and indefensible drain upon the 
public purse. We feel no surprise that 
Mr. de Valera should wish to isolate the 
Free State’s constitutional procedure from 
that of every other Dominion of the 
British Empire ; but we feel—even in his 
case—some. slight surprise that he should 
be ready to flout, so ignorantly and so 
arrogantly, the political wisdom of the 
world. That wisdom, after much painful 
experiment throughout both hemispheres, 
has found in the checks and balances of 
two-chamber government the only effec- 
tive guarantee of national] stability and 
progress. Yet the world’s example, it 
seems—if Mr. de Valera should attain 
to office—would count for nothing in 
one of the world’s youngest States. He 
would abolish the Second Chamber 
without even the formal courtesy of 
argument. This imperious folly is of a 
piece with Fianna Fáil's proposal to make 
Ireland self-supporting by means of an 
insurmountable ‘tariff wall. Furthermore,

the Senate shelters persons who have the 
-audacity-to disagree with Fianna Féil’s 
political and economio views. Mr. Lemass 
finds a grievance in the fact that through 
the Senate a minority, which otherwise 
would bé extinguished by the democratic 
machine, has some influence on public 
affairs. In other words, the Constitution 
recognises that the education, wealth, 
brains, economic training and patriotism 
of the ex-Unionist minority are entitled 
to certain rights and are importart assets 
of the State.

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Mr. Hinkler’s Flight. 


flew trom 


When Colonel Lindbergh 
New York to Paris last year the world 
was thrilled by the greatness of his 
achievement, and it was thought that no 
feat ever could equal that re- 
markable flight. News reached Dublin 
yesterday, however, that Mr. “ Bert” 
Hinkler, a young Australianmirman, had 
succeeded in a flight which, although not 
so spectacular as that of Colonel 
Lindbergh, has captured the imagination 
of five continents, and has established a 
that is not likely to 
be surpassed for many a day. Mr. 
Hinkler, flying a tiny Avro-Avian machine 
of no more than thirty horse-power—less 
than that of many modern motor cars— 
left London alone on February 7th to fly 
to Australia. Huis departure, like that of 
Lindbergh, was free from all ceremony. 
Only the immediate friends of the pilot 
knew that he was about to make the 
flight, and even the newspaper reporters 
were ignorant of his plans. He has 
reached Australia in fifteen days, having 
accomplished his. astonishing flight with- 
out mishap of any kind. On the first 
day he flew from London to Rome. Then 
he flew by stages to Malta, Tobruk, 
Ramelah, Basra, Jask, Karachi, Cawn- 
pore, Calcutta, Rangoon, Victoria Point, 
Singapore, Bandoeng, Bima and Port 
Darwin, reaching his Australian destina- 
tion yesterday. The last stage of his long 
journey was the most dangerous; for he 
was forced to fly almost one thousand 
miles over the Timor Sea, which is 
notoriously stormy. Apparently, however, 
his luck held; and he has almost halved 
the previous time for a Britain-Australian 
flight. Mr. Hinkler’s flight has broken 
no fewer than five “records.” It 
has included the fastest flight from 
Britain to Australia, the longest flight 
ever made in a light machine, the longest

“solo ” flight in any kind ol aeroplane, 


the fastest trip from Britain to India, and 
the first non-stop flight from London to 
Rome. His machine can fly twenty miles 
to every gallon of petrol, “and it is 
reckoned that-the fuel bill for the whole 
trip will not exceed £40. Mr. Hinkler set 
out to prove that a flight to Australia has 
become a commercial possibility. The 
measure of his success is likely to give a 
great fillip to civil flying, and British 
airmen will rejoice that one of their fellow- 
countrymen, flying an all-British machine, 
has given a lead to the world. 


National Shopkeeping. 


When Napoleon dubbed the. British a 
race of shen’eeners a certain amount of 
social stigma was attached to the pursuit 
of commerce. Sensible folk nowadays 
realise that trade is the life's blood of 
every nation, and a commercial career no 
longer involves the social disadvantages of 
fifty yéars ago. Speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Incorporated Sales Managers’ 
Association in London, on Tuesday, the 
Duke of York laid great stress on the 
importance of good business to the future 
of the British Empire. ‘I regard this 
Association,’’ he said, “as designed, and, 
I hope, destined, so to improve our shop- 
keeping as a nation and as an Empire 
that this nation of shopkeepers may long 
continue to stand proudly at the head of 
the world of commerce.’’ Salesmanship is 
one of the most important of modern arts. 
Its value in ordinary commerce has been 
proved a thousand times, and the business 
man of to-day recognises that it no longer 
is sufficient to produce a good article; 
production must be supplemented by 
proper advertisement and intelligent sales- 
manship. From the imperial point of 
view this principle also holds good. Dur- 
ing the last few years the Imperial 
Marketing Board has been doing excellent 
work. Its campaign on behalf of Empire 
fruit has met with remarkable success, 
and the effect of its activities on the sale 
of Free State goods in Great Britain has 
been very useful. The Free State Govern- 
ment has taken the fullest advantage of 
its opportunities, and we are glad to 
notice that its exhibit at the British In- 
Fair has attracted favourable 
comment. Ireland, like every other 
country, must “push” her products 
if she is not to fall behind in the race 
for trade. Fortunately, the Free State 
has a Minister for Agriculture who is not 
ashamed of national shopkeeping ; and the 
trading results of the last year encourage 
the belief that his efforts are beginning tv 
bear fruit.

THE DRAMATIC CRAFT.

IMPORTANCE OF PLOT. 

A lecture on “ The Dramatic Craft,’’ by 
Mr. T. P. Geraghty, was delivered at the 
meeting of the Dublin Literary Society, 
in Lincoln Chambers, Dublin, last might, 
Modern dramatie criticism, he said, was apt 
to undervalue plot as an element in drama. 
Aristotle, on the other hand, regarded plot 
as of the first importance in dramatic con- 
struction, He suggested that this attitude 
on the part of the critics was founded on a 
too-narrow interpretation of plot. A plot 
was neither a setting nor a frame-work; it 
was the very essence of the drama. . The plot 
represented the action of the play. It was 
construted by the playwright in order that 
his already chosen characters might, through 
their reaction to each other to fortune or cl 
cumstance, produce a dramatic crisis through 
a series of minor. crises. The dramatic 
craftsman must, therefore, select certain incl. 
dents, and knot them together so as to form a 
fable or story which would interest an audi- 
ence. . “These incidents must be carefully 
chosen to enable the various characters to 
develop the theme. If a plot was badly con- 
structed the characters would act incon 
sistently—they would be merely puppets 
doing the bidding of the author rather than 
human beings acting according to the dictates 
of their own wills. Good craftsmanship de 
manded that both characters and plot should 
fit each other completely, so that the illusion 
of reality and the presentation of truth might 
be adequate and convincing.

It is com- 
plained that children have been withheld or 
withdrawn from these schools owing to the 
fact that, in present circumstances, they 
would be obliged to start all over again in 
English when going to a continuation school.

The Wahhabis. 


The raiding season in Central Arabia 
ceases in March, and there is still little 
disposition on the part of the British 
authorities to take very seriously the 
menace of invading Wahhabi tribes either 
in Iraq or in the Kuwait, or in Trans- 
jordania. It is not believed that King 
Tbn Saoud, the ruler of the Hedjaz and 
of Nejd, is really behind these spasmodic 
outbursts of tribes on the borders of his 
State, of whom the most. notable are the 
Ajman and the Mutair—-which last tribe 
is led by a man Sheikh Faisal al Dawish, 
who fanatically hates all anti-Wahhabis 
and particularly King Faisal of Iraq. 
Whether or not these Wahhabi Akhwan 
(Puritan “ brethren ”) can be tamed by 
the R.A.F. remains to 'be seen; but. if 
nothing else can stop them, the weather 
will in the course of the next few weeks.

Sir Robert Armstrong Jones, to

NEW BRITISH SCHEME. 


The Poultry Advisory Committee of the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries have given final approval to 
their scheme for the reform of egg 
marketing in Great Britain, subject to 
amendments in detail, as the result of 
representations made by various organisa- 
tions. bas 

An announcement from the British 
Ministry of Agriculture last night states 
that the scheme has been sent to the 
Minister, who has already indicated that, 
if it were finally approved by the Com- 
mittee, he would introduce legislation 
necessary to make the scheme effective 
and that the Government would find the 
necessary parliamentary time. Among the 
most important amendments are the 
following : — 

It is proposed to rely on civil proceed- 
ings only in the event of misuse of grade 
design ation. It will be a breach of 
warranty for any seller of eggs to apply 
the grade desc riptions to eggs which fail 
to conform to the areneatligl grade me 
tions. All eggs, cold or gas stored, 
Great Britain are to be marked rig 
instead of after, storage. 

The period within which eggs must be 
candled before despatch has been extended 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours, A 
concession has been made to packers with 
large stocks of returnable containers on

DAYTONA BEACH, Wednesday. 

The attempts on the world’s motoring 
speed record produced another accident 
here to-day. Mr. Frank Lockhart was 
driving his Stutz Special Black Hawk 
late to-day, in an attempt to better 
Captain Malcolm Campbell’s record, when 
the car somersaulted in the air and came 
to rest in the sea. 

Observers estimate that his speed at 
the time was 225 miles an hour. 

The diminutive motor car plunged 
about forty feet into the breakers before 
it came to a stop, a mass of wreckage, 
Mr. Lockhart was said to have suffered 
several fractured ribs and a broken leg, 
but the extent of his injuries was not 
immediately known. 

Observers say that the cause of the 
accident was a puddle of water on the 
speedway. The car appears to have 
careered in a half-circle before it slipped 
over into the surf. Hitting the waves, 
the car bounced entirely off the water and 
landed upright. 

Scores of spectators waded out into the 
sea up to their necks and succeeded in 
dragging out the car. Mr. Lockhart’s 
feet were pinned by the side of the car, 
which had been smashed in. and it was 
necessary to obtain steel drills to cut 
away the metal before he could be 
removed.

TRIBESMEN SLAUGHTERED.

BASRA, Wednesday. 

It now transpires that Sheikh Faisal] al 
Dawish himself commanded the Wahhabi 
force that raided the friendly tribesmen 
sixty miles south-west of Basra. His force 
was divided into three sections under 
separate chiefs, Sheiks Ibn Ashwan, Ibn 
Jebrain and Ibn Hathlein. 

The first two sections attacked the 
encampment, with the results that have 
already been made known. The third 
section alone met two caravans, the first 
consisting of 25 camels and the owner, and 
accompanied by fifteen Sulbi tribesmen. 
An Arab tradition says that the Sulbi are 
descendants of European crusaders who 
stayed behind. Being regarded as guests, 
they travel freely and are never attacked 
by nomadic tribesmen. 

The second caravan, which was coming 
from the direction of Basra, consisted of 
forty. camels and five hundred sheep, 
accompanied by from twelve to sixteen 
men. The Wahhabi fell upon both 
caravans, killing all the men and 
capturing the animals.

In Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. Ernest 
Blythe, Minister for Finance, announced 
the decision of the Free State Govern- 
ment in regard to the judgment given by 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the case of Wigg and Cochrane 
versus the Attorney-General of the Free 
State. 

The judgment. concerns the terms on 
which transferred-civil servants can retire 
under Article X. of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty. 

About four hundred civil servants, it is 
said, have given notice of their intention 
to retire. Their applications have been 
held up for two years in consequence of 
the fact that the Goverjment found itself 
unable to set up a body to take the place 
of the Civil Service (Compensation) Com- 
mittee, over which the Hon. Mr. Justice 
Wylie had presided. ‘The function of that 
Committee was: to hear applications and 
advise the Government as to the terms to 
be granted to the applicants. 

Since the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council gave its judgment in May, 
1927, the delay in making it effective has 
been the subject of many questions, both 
in Dail Eireann and in the House of 
Commons. A few days ago Mr. Amery, 
Secretary of State for Dominion Affairs, 
said that he hoped to make a statement on 
the matter next week. 

The decision of the Free State Govern- 
ment seems to raise important and far- 
reaching constitutional] issues. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The matter was raised in the Dail 
yesterday by Mr. Alfred Byrne (Ind., 
Dublin), who asked me éigh ry for 
Finance whether, and when, was 
intended to give effect, to the adh of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the Wigg and Cochrane case. 

Mr. Blythe—The Government has had 
under consideration the opinions expressed 
by the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in the case of Wigg and another 
versus the Aitorney-General. The Govern- 
ment are desirous of honouring to the 
fullest extent their obligations under 
Article X. of the Treaty. 

It is clear, however, that some of the 
Opinions expressed by the Judicial Com- 
mittee in the case reierred to would, if 
given effect to, result in more favourable 
treatment under Article X. of the Treaty 
being accorded to transferred officers in 
the matter of bonus than they would have 
received had they remained in the British 
Civil Service, or than transferred officers 
who elect to remain in the Civil Service 
of the Saorstat would receive on ultimate 
retirement in the normal course under the 
Superannuation Acts. 

Such a result was intended by 
Article X. of the Treaty. The Executive 
Council have accordingly deeided to intro- 
duce into the Oireachtas at the earliest 
practicable date proposals for legislation 
providing that awards of compensation 
already made by the Minister for Finance, 
on the recommendation of the Committee 
which was presided over by Mr. Justice 
Wylie, shall be binding in law, 


A NEW COMMITTEE. 


The legislative proposals will include a 
provision for the setting up of a Statutory 
Committee, constituted somewhat on the 
lines of the defunct Committee, whose 
duty it. will be to adjudicate upon all 
pending future claims under Article X. 
The determination of this Committee 
on any application or question referred to 
them will be final and conclusive. 

In assessing compensation the Com- 
mittee will be required to adhere, in the 
treatment of bonus, to the basis applicable 
to officers in the British Civil Service 
immediately prior to the transfer of the 
ofhcers to the service of the Provisional 
Government. 

The Government are prepared to 
reimburse the taxed costs as between 
party and party incurred by, or on behalf 
of, the persons concerned as plaintiffs in 
the case of Wigg and another versus the 
Attorney-General ;. but they desire it to be 
known that any persons pursuing litiga- 
tion in the Courts after this date in regard 
to claims under Article X. will do so at 
their own risk. 

It is intended that provision will be 
made in connection with pending actions 
in the proposed legislation.

CATTLE KILLED 

WEXFORD. 

NO NEW OUTBREAKS OF 
DISEASE REPORTED. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

WEXFORD, Wednesday. 

Another batch oí animals’ was 
slaughtered to-day in the neighbourhood 
of Mr. Jones’s farm at The Park, Wex- 
ford, where the outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease has occurred. The animals 
included thirteen cows, seven yearling 
cattle, three two-year-old cattle, eight 
calves, five sows and twenty pigs. 

There were also slaughtered six cattle 
on an outfarm, the property of Mr. R. 
Codd, Ferrycarrig ; a calf and six pigs, the 
property of Mrs. O'Keeffe ; a cow and a 
goat belonging to Mrs, Bishop, who also 
resides in the neighbourhood of The Park 
farm. 

An examination of the carcases showed 
that all the animals had been in a healthy 
condition. 

To-day there was a big influx, under 
licence, of animals to the meat factory in 
Wexford for slaughter. Those animals 
are not permitted to be walked, and must 
be carried. 

To-morrow the Department's inspectors 
will commence an examination of cows and 
other stock in Wexford town. 

In consequence of the outbreak a diffi- 
cult position has arisen in connection 
with the exhibition of bulls at the County 
Dublin Spring Show. Wexford County 
has always been prominent among the 
exhibitors at the Show, and this year no 
less than 69 bulls were to be shown. 
The Department have the matter under 
consideration, and it is understood that 
proposals have been submitted to meet 
the case of intending exhibitors. 

The hope is entertained that a satis- 
factory arrangement will be arrived at 
between the Department and the Ministry 
of Finance on the question of meeting the 
exhibitors. 


SHIPMENTS ALLOWED FROM 
LIMERICK. 


A telegram was received yesterday from 
the Department of Agriculture in Dublin 
by the Veterinary Inspector at Limerick, 
intimating that fat stock may be shipped 
on licence for immediate slaughter on 
arrival in Great Britain.

TOMBS OF UR. 


SUMERIAN ART AND 
CIVILISATION.

HUMAN SACRIFICES ON 
A LAVISH SCALE.

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The wonders of two more royal tombs 
discovered at Ur by the joint expedition 
of the British Museum and of the Museuin 
of the University of Pennsylvania during 
December were described in a statement 
issued by the’ British Museum authorities 
last night. 

The tombs are said to date back to the 
fourth millennium before Christ. 

‘The first of the two “was of the 
elaborate sort, which ‘seems to have been 
peculiar to royal persons, and was accom- 
panied by human sacrifices on a lavish 
scale. A large rectangular pit had been 
dug, and was approached by a sloped ramp 
in one corner of which was built the tomb 
proper—a stone chamber, roofed with 
arches of burnt brick, and entered by an 
arched doorway. 

‘It was astonishing to find that the 
builders of that early time were already 
familiar with the arch and the vault. 
architectural features which were to 
remain unknown to the Western world for 
another three thousand years. The vaulted 
tomb was to receive the body of the King 
and all such personal belongings as were 
required in the next world. 

The remaining area of the pit was for 
offerings of a more general nature, and 
for the bhodies of those who should 
accompany their dead lord. “ When we 
excavated it,” says the statement, “it 
looked like a shambles.’’ 


THE SILVER FERRY BOAT. 

“The tomb had been plundered in 
antiquity, and only the leavings of the 
robbers were found. A frontlet of gold 
chains and gold and lapis beads had been 
overlooked. There was a very fine gaming- 
board set in silver, with all its squares 
made of shell plaques, engraved with 
animal scenes, and coloured ix red and 
black, and against the wall, buried in the 
fallen stones, but yet miraculously pre- 
served, was a silver model, two feet long, 
of a rowing-boat, high-sterned and high- 
prowed, complete with oars and awning. 
Like the Egyptians, the ancient Sumerians 
believed that the dead must cross the 
water separating this world from the next, 
and the ferry-boat was commonly placed 
in the grave for the man’s use. But only 
here have we found anything so delicate 
and so costly. 

“ But the thieves who broke into the 
tomb had not disturbed the rest of the 
grave area, and in that there was plenty 
for us to find. Against the wail of the 
shaft which had been hung with mats 
stood two. statues of bulls. The bodies, 
originally of wood, had decayed away, but 
the heads were preserved. One was of 
copper, with eyes inlaid with shell and 
lapis lazuli: the other was of gold. The 
beast had great curved horns of gold tipped 
with lapis. The hair between the horns, 
the eyes, and the ceremonial beard tied 
below its chin were of lapis. Also down 
its chest ran a band of engraved shell 
plaques coloured with red and black. It 
was a very wonderful object. 


BODIES OF MEN AND WOMEN. 

‘Against the foot of the grave were 
saphin bodies of women, wearing rich 
head-dresses of gold lapis and carnelian. 
Strewn over the rest of the floor were 
more bodies of men and women, less 
richly adorned. In front of the ramp 
stood two heavy; wooden wagons, four- 
wheeled, drawn each by three oxen, whose 
bones lay stretched in front of the 
wagons, beneath the poles. They had 
silver rings in their muzzles, 
collars. decorated with eye ornaments, 
reins of silver and lapis, and on the poles 
were rein-rings, surmounted by little 
figures of bulls. On the slope of the 
ramp lay, in two ranks, the soldiers of 
the guard keeping the entrance, their 
ccpper helmets on their skulls, their 
spears by their sides. 


THE QUEEN’S TOMB. 

“ The second tomb, also of stone and 
brick, had not been plundered. The 
body inside was that of a Queen, named 
Shud Ad. and the tomb was the richest 
yet found. ‘There were two gold crowns. 
The Queen wore ten gold finger-rings, 
necklaces, amulets of lapis and gold, in 
the form of fish and a calf and two 
antelopes, and a cloak entirely covered 
with beads, and fastened by big gold 
pins, to which were attached lapis 
cylinder-seals. With the body were 
placed three bowls and a strainer of gold, 
a pair of gold cockle-shells, and a silver 
paiu—these containing toilet paints; gold 
ear-rings, quantities of silver vessels, in- 
cluding a set of eighteen fluted tumblers, 
some thirty stone vases and copper vessels 
innumerable. A silver bull’s head, with 
long horns, came from a statue. 

_‘‘ Altogether the tomb has given us 
such a collection of rich objects as until 
this vear we had never hoped to secure, 
and has thrown new light on the early 
civilisation and art of the Sumerijans.’’ 

Ur, the ancient city of the Chaldeans, 
was famous as the birthplace of Abraham. 
It was situated near the Euphrates, 110 
miles up the river from Basra, in 
Southern Mesopotamia.

LEGAL POSITION DISCUSSED. 
(BEFORE rote, CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FIT:2G! aos Re Asia JUSTICE 
The hearing was continued of the ds by 
the plaintiffs in the case of the Irish People’s 
Assurance Co., Ltd., v. the City of Dublin 
Insurance Co., Ltd., from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Hanna in the High Court in favour 
of the defendants at the trial, with a jury, of 
the action, which was for alleged libel or 
defamation in connection with the publica- 
tion of an extract from the plaintiff com- 
pany’s balance sheet of 3ist December, 1924. 

e defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action and a denial of the allegations in the 
statement of claim. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Martin Maguire, 
K.C., and Mr. C. Maguire (instructed by Mr. 
Joseph L. D. Dixon), appeared for the ap- 
ago and plaintiffs; and Mr. Dickie, K.C.. 

r. Henry, K.C., and Mr. Tobias (instructed 
by Mr. H. J. W. Downey) for the respondents 
and defendants. 

Concluding his opening argument, Mr. 
Wood said that, if there was any question of 
privilege in the case, he suggested that the 
words complained of were published in the 
form mentioned for the purpose of injuring 
the plaintiff society. With regard to the 
legal position of the society, he said that it 
was registered under the Friendly Societies 
Act, and had a statutory recognition, though 
it might not be the same recognition as that 
of a joint stock company; so that the plain- 
tiffs were within the control of the statutory 
requirements. 

Mr, Dickie, K.C., for the respondents, then 
deali with the legal position of friendly 
societies, pointing out that, while a number 
of persons having entered into an association 
for a particular purpose, and agreeing to pay 
money into a particular fund, which was to 
be paid out again on certain conditions, might 
be registered under the Friendly Societies 
Act or might not, the fact of their registra- 
tion did not alter their legal position beyond 
providing them with certain benefits. They 
were still merely a society, and not a recognised 
corporate entity. They were not an incor- 
porated body, and it was not necessary to 
register a friendly society at all. 

The question in this case was this: Was 
there a case to go to a jury’ He submitted 
that there was no case to go to a jury, and no 
Sustainable claim for defamation arose in it, 
because the words complained of were true 
in substance and in fact. There was no doubt 
whatever that the society owed an overdraft 
of £2,680, and that the interest on that was 
£150. That was admitted to be true hy two 
of their witnesses. He also submitted 
that it was very doubtful under 
the circumstances whether there was 
any “' publication” in this case at all. 
There was no’ evidence of any personal malice 
or spite in this case whatever, and anything 
done by the defendant company was done 
merely in promoting their own business. He 
submitted that they were entitled to a direc- 
tion from the learned judge on the ground that 
the document was admittedly true, and had 
not been proved to be false. There was no 
defamation here at all. There was no defama- 
tion in saying that a man had got an over- 
draft. The statement had only its ordinary 
meaning, and it was admitted that the 
Society should not have an overdraft, as they 
had no power to borrow at all. He further 
submitted that the defendants were not 
bound to prove justification at all.

A MINOR’S INJURIES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
JURY.) 


An action came on for hearing in which 
Leila Brabazon, an infant, by Cecil Brabazon, 
her father, a horse trainer, of Rangers’ 
Lodge, the Curragh, County Kildare, claimed 
damages against Robert Fetherstonhaugh, 
another irainer, of Loughbrown Cottage, the 
Curragh, and Eugene F. Codd, malster, of 
the Grange, Mountmellick, for personal 
injuries, caused, as alleged, by one or other 
or both of the defendants, their servants or 
agents, in the negligent driving of their 
respective motor cars at Kill, County Kil- 
dare, on the 4th August, 1927. 

It was stated on behalf of the plaintiff, 
who is twelve years old, that she and her 
father were being driven to Dublin in Mr. 
Fetherstonhaugh’s motor car. When the car, 
which was driven by Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, 
reachec. the village of Kill, and at a time 
when there was not sufficient room, he 
attempted to overtake a motor car, the pro- 
perty of Mr. John Devine, and at a point 
where a concealed turning or branch road 
leads towards Straffan Mr. Fetherstonhaugh 
failed, as Mr, Codd’s car emerged from the 
branch road, to stop his car in sufficient time 
to avoid hitting a house. The plaintiff was 
thrown with great force from the car, and 
sustained a deep wound extending round her 
face and other facial wounds. 

The defendants traversed the plaintiff's 
cause of action, and the defendant, Eugene 
F. Codd, in addition, pleaded that the acci- 
dent alleged was caused solely by the negli- 
gence of the driver of Mr. Devine's car, and, 
alternatively, that it was caused solely by 
the negligence of Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, or 
the joint negligence of the two, and that the 
plaintiff's statement of claim disclosed no 
cause of action sustainable in law against 
him.

IN CLONMEL.

MANY FAMILIES IN ACUTE 
DISTRESS. 


The unemployed in Clonmel made another 
demonstration yesterday, and marched to the 
County Health Board offices, where a deputa- 
tion, headed by Mr. D. Morrissey, a. 19. 
waited on the Board. 

it was stated that there were over 700 
unemployed and many families were in 
hunger, as the two chief local industries, the 
brewery and Cleeve's factory, which gave 
employment to hundreds, were closed, and 
there were many applicants for assistance. 
The Clonmel Corporation had given much 
help to the men in recent times by getting 
grants for road work and building schemes ; 
but these had stopped, and the Corporation 
was pressing for Government help to start 
new works. A deputation has been appointed 
to go to Dublin on the matter. 

The Chairman said that the members of 
the Board sympathised with the workless ; 
but how could they help them, apart from 
giving them assistance’ 

Mr. English said that lack of support for 
Irish industries was the cause of distress. 

Mr. Morrissey, T.D., strongly urged the 
claims of tha workless for help. He asked 
the Board to put Section 16 of the Loeal 
Government Act, 1898, dealing with ae ó 
tional distress, into force, so as to give the 
unemployed the necessary help for a few 
months. They could not let the children, 
especially, suffer for want of proper nourish- 
ment. 

A resolution was passed urging the Govern- 
ment to make a substantial grant out of 
the relief vote to Clonmel and a deputation 
was appointed to wait on Ministers.

The Ministry have 
steadily aimed at securing the best, and at 
the same time most useful type of sire, and 
frequently have imported from other countries 
the best types. e Minister of Agriculture 
(Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, D.L., M.P.).

Gordon, were present during the judging. 

An interested visitor was Mr. H. 
Arkell. Canadian Livestock Commissioner.

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From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 

With the Munster Agricultural Society’s 
Spring Show and Sale, which was opened in 
glorious weather at the Society’s premises 
outside Cork to-day, the agricultural show 
season of 1928 received an auspicious start. 
The entries totalled 231, about forty more 
than last year, but fifteen exhibits from 
Waterford were absent. “In consequence of 
the risk to other cattle that might be involved 
by their admission it was thought better to 
exclude them altogether. County Waterford 
is one of the counties involved in the íoot- 
and-mouth restrictions, and every one felt 
that too much caution could not be used in 
connection with this display. All the exhibits 
as they arrived at the station were carefully 
examined for any trace of infectious disease. 
They were also inspected before admission to 
the showyard by Mr. A. O'Dea, V.S., noth- 
ing being left to chance. 

When the business of the day commenced 
judging was carried on briskly, and selections 
for premiums were made by Captain C. J, 
McCarthy and Mr. P. Duffy, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. To-morrow all the 
animals offered will be auctioned in the show- 
yard by Messrs. Marsh, and a large attend- 
ance is expected.

The Department of Agriculture in a tele- 
graphic message to Mr. Byrne, the energetic 
Secretary of the Munster Agricultural Society, 
stated that animals purchased there would 
be free to move to any part of the country 
except Wexford.
